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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species 1 including Figures 3 and 4; Species 2 including Figure 5, Species 3 
including Figure 6; Species 4 including Figure 7A; and Species 5 including Figure 7B. 
The species are independent or distinct because: 

Species 1 differs from Species 2 because Species 1 has clear ink mounds on 
the top layer that acts almost as lenses to the ink below but Species 2 covers the clear 
fits ink mound£ . 

/>u^ Species 2 differs from Species 3 in that the ink mouncfcin Species 3 are printed 

on an entirely new layer and two more layers are added on top of the ink mounds. 

Species 4 differs from Species 3 because there is one layer less, and the 
structural composition is different considering that in addition to one less layer, the ink 
mounds are now of color. 

Finally, Species 5 differs from Species 4 in that the ink lines and mounds are in 
opposite directions and there is an overlapping of lines and mounds. 

The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in 
scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; 
and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 
806.05G). In the instant case, because these inventions are independent or distinct for 
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the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
